Mr. Dore Schary, the motion picture pro­ 
ducer, in the course of a lawsuit against a 
society in Los Angeles, known as the Wage 
Earners Committee, issued h pub lic state­ 
ment that is of more than passing interest. 
The Wage Earners Committee has as­ 
sumed the task of picketing motion pic­ 
tures to which it ob jects. Lab or unions have 
estab lished the legality of the right to 
picket. Now that picketing is b eing done in 
non-lab or matters, it comes as a shock 
that a social device intended to b e used as 
a weapon of lab or is b eing used as a weap­ 
on of opinion. 
Picketing is legalized coercion. It has 
always b een doub tful to me whether the 
picket line could b e legalized in view of the 
citizen's right to have access to a b uilding 
without molestation. However, the picket j 
line has b een legalized and will now b e 
used for any purpose whatsoever until the 
pub lic gets fed up with it and counter- 
islation is passed. This is an example of 
what happens when a wrong device is Ie-j 
galized for political reasons. 
Mr. Schary feels that he has b een lib eled 
and has gone to the courts. This is any i 
man s right in the United States. His pur-j 
pose is interesting. He goes to the courts, j 
not to punish the lib elers, b ut to set his 
own record straight, which is what he says I 
in his advertisement. 
That is a fascinating procedure, partic-i 
uiarly for those who feel aggrieved at 
b eing held up to opprob rium for their con­ 
duct. How this can b e done in our courts, 
under the prevailing rules of evidence, it is 
difficult to grasp. A witness cannot read a 
statement in a court of law, as, for in­ 
stance, Owen Lattimore did b efore the Mc- 
Carran committee. He can only answer 
relevant and material questions. If t h e 
questions are not asked, they cannot b e an­ 
swered. 
Still, a competent lawyer can find ways 
of getting statements into the record. It 
would seem to me more feasib le if Mr. 
Schary voluntarily appeared b efore the 
House Committee on UnAmerican Activ­ 
ities and asked to b e heard in defense of 
his honor as an American, he b elieving 
that it had b een impugned. 
In his advertisement, Dore 
S c h a r y 
makes this statement: 
“ Further, freedom of speech does not in­ 
clude the right of private groups to assume 
the functions of estab lished government 
agencies and b oards of inquiry.” 
He must have written that hurriedly, b e­ 
cause it is altogether contrary to the his­ 
tory of the United States. Most important 
“ purifications” and “ reforms” in 
t h i s 
country are the product of investigations 
b y private organizations and individuals 
who created such furores that the Congress 
and state legislatures had to respond to 
their activities. It is ab surd, in American 
life and tradition, to depend upon govern­ 
ment for all things. After all, our theory of 
politics is that government is the agent, 
not the master, of the people, and that the 
“ people” consists of many individuals each 
of whom has inalienab le rights.

AN emotional conflltt can b e 
serious enough to cause a real 
physical Illness, which Is then 
known as psychosomatic illness. 
T reatm ents which a tte m pt to b y­ 
pass such a conflict are simply 
“ m ental crutches” and fall to cure 
the troub le. 
A person can usually solve his 
conflicts w ithout endangering his 
hea lth—usually, b ut not always. 
A good portion of the people In 
the world have symptom s tha t 
spring from the emotions. 
Sy mpto ms Vary 
Some suffer from b owel com ­ 
plaints, known as nervous stom ­ 
ach or nervous b owel, which are 
due to deep emotional conflicts. 
O thers have w hat is known as 
nervous heart, and still others 
may develop headaches or other 
psychosomatic symptoms. 
In other cases, a serious emo­ 
tional conflict interferes w ith a 
person’s 
b ehavior 
or 
m ental 
powers. He may b ecome dull, 
over-fatigued, depressed, or per­ 
haps over-aggressive. 
It is not always easy to deter­ 
m ine w hether or not these sym p­ 
toms really spring from an emo­ 
tional conflict. Often, however, a 
sym pathetic family physician can 
detect this condition. 
When the real troub le is in the 
emotions, “m ental crutches” are 
generally useless an d sometimes 
harm ful. 
For 
example, 
some 
patients are given sedatives w ith­ 
out an a tte m pt to find the b asic 


emotional difficulty. This allows 
them to 
tolerate a condition 
which an understanding physi­ 
cian m ight b e ab le to correct 
through confidential talks. 


Chro nic Fatig ue 
Other persons are advised lo 
take rest cures when suffering 
from what is known as “nervous 
fatigue.” But doctors know tha t 
most people with chronic forms 
of fatigue are not suffering from 
overwork, b ut from the effects 
of inner emotional conflicts. Such 
a person simply takes his conflict 
along with him on his vacation 
or rest cure. He continues to feel 
nervous and exhausted all during 
the vacation and after he returns 
to work. 
Many people also take rext 
cures to try to relieve their feel­ 
ings of helplessness, hopelessness, 
inadequacy or frustration. Here 
again, this type of treatm ent is of 
no avail. These people need the 
understanding of someone who 
can treat their emotional dis­ 
orders. Often they would save 
themselves m uch suffering if they 
could b e led to confide in their 
family physician or in a psychi­ 
atrist, if necessary.

MICE AND monkeys did it. So why can’t 
man? The rocket-borne mice and monkeys 
that went up 80 miles apparently did all 
right in “outer space.” It's true none of 
the monks survived the experiment.

Four be­ 
came grease-spots on the New 
Mexico 
desert after their parachutes failed to 
open. The fifth landed alive but died of 
“heat prostration” before rescue. 
As for the mice—ah, they are “still liv­ 
ing and propagating freely” back on the 
planet earth. Films from the automatic 
camera in the rocket’s nose section, where 
they rode, show their behavior during two 
interesting periods of the trip. For three 
minutes of “weightless” existence thev 
simply floated around in the free-falling 
chamber. Then, rfter they got into the pull 
of gravity again, they hopped around nor­ 
mally as if nothing had happened.

However, the picket 
line has been legalized and wall now be 
used for any purpose whatsoever until the 
public gets fed up with it and counter­ 
a ctio n is passed. This is an example of 
what happens when a wrong device is le­ 
galized for political reasons.

This is any 
man’s right in the United States. His pur­ 
pose is interesting. He goes to the courts, 
not to punish the libelers, but to set his 
own record straight, which is what he says 
in his advertisement. 
That is a fascinating procedure, partic­ 
ularly for those who feel aggrieved at 
being held up to opprobrium for their con­ 
duct. How this can be done in our courts, 
under the prevailing rules of evidence, it is 
difficult to grasp. A witness cannot read a 
statement in a court of law, as, for in­ 
stance, Owen Lattimore did before the Mc- 
Carran committee. He can only answer 
relevant and material questions. If t h e 
questions are not asked, they cannot be an­ 
swered. 
Still, a competent lawyer can find ways 
of getting statements into the record. It 
would seem to me more feasible if Mr.

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AN emotional confllK can be 
serious enough to cause a real 
physical illness, which Is then 
known as psychosomatic illness. 
T reatm ents which atte m p t to by­ 
pass such a conflict are simply 
“ m ental crutches” and fall to cure 
the trouble. 
A person can usually solve his 
conflicts without endangering his 
health—usually, but not always. 
A good portion of the people In 
the world have symptoms that 
spring from the emotions. 
Symptoms Vary 
Some suffer from bowel com ­ 
plaints, known as nervous stom ­ 
ach or nervous bowel, which are 
due to deep emotional conflicts. 
Others have what is known as 
nervous heart, and still others 
may develop headaches or other 
psychosomatic symptoms. 
In other cases, a serious emo­ 
tional conflict Interferes with a 
person’s 
behavior 
or 
m ental 
powers. He may become dull, 
over-fatigued, depressed, or per­ 
haps over-aggressive. 
It is not always easy to deter­ 
m ine whether or not these sym p­ 
toms really spring from an emo­ 
tional conflict. Often, however, a 
sym pathetic family physician can 
detect this condition. 
When the real trouble is In the 
em otions, ’’m ental crutches” are 
generally useless and sometimes 
harmful. 
For 
example, 
some 
patients are given sedatives w ith­ 
out an attem pt to find the baste 


emotional difficulty. This allow* 
them 
to 
tolerate a condition 
which an understanding physi­ 
cian m ight be able to correct 
through confidential talks. 


Chronic Fatigue 
Other persons are advised to 
take rest cures when suffering 
from what Is known as "nervous 
fatigue.” But doctors know that 
most people with chronic forms 
of fatigue are not suffering from 
overwork, but from the effects 
of inner emotional conflicts. Such 
a person simply takes his conflict 
along with him on his vacation 
or rest cure. He continues to feel 
nervous and exhausted all during 
the vacation and after he returns 
to work. 
Many people also take rest 
cures to try to relieve their feel­ 
ings of helplessness, hopelessness, 
inadequacy or frustration. Here 
again, this type of treatment is of 
1 no avail. These people need the 
understanding of someone who 
can treat their emotional dis­ 
orders. Often they would save 
themselves much suffering lf they 
could be led to confide In their 
family physician or in a psychi­ 
atrist, if necessary.

But the otherw ise forced quietude 
among the Democrats e n a b l e d 
them to enjoy, if only for a short 
while, the spectacle of the Republi­ 
cans being split into factions on
